Anjierdam, Aug. 24. We learn from Conftantinople, 
that on the zoth paft a Fire broke out in one of the 
Arfenals belonging to the Suburb Ga/ata, where al] the 
Foreign Minifters have their ufual Refittence, and burnt 
with fuch Fury as foon laid moft Part of the Buildings 
there in Afhes; that had not the Wind lain happily to- 
wards Ga/ata, the whole City of Com/fantinople would 
probably have fuffer’d the fame Fate. The fame Letters 
add, that the Peace is pretty well yeftor’d in that Ca- 
piel, the Grand Signor having, by his Care and Vigi- 
ance, entirely broke the Neck of Fa€tion ; but that the 
Preparations againft Perfia are continued throughout the 
Empire with all poffible Diligence. 


LONDON, Anuguft 21. 

On Saturday Jait the King, Queen, and all the Royal 
Family, together with great Numbers of the Nobility 
and Quality, hunted a Stag in Richmond New Park. 
In the Midi of the Sport, Sir Robert Walpole’s Horie 
fell with him juft before the Queen's Chaiie, and threw 
him in the Daft; but he was toon remounted, having 
received no Manner of Hurt; her Majefty order’d him 
to bleed, by Way of Precaution. When the Stag was 
juft rundown, the King commanded the Hounds to be 
call’d off. 
Monday his Grace the Duke of Dorfet fet out for 
Hampton-Court, in order to receive final Inftruétions re- 
lating to his Office of Lord Lieutenant of Irclanc, and to 
take Leave of their Majefties and the Royal Family ; and 
On Monday next his Grace fets out for tha: Kingdom. 
We have an Account from Ryegate, that his Honour, 
the Mafter of the Rolls, has cauied the old Market and 
Seffions-hou'e to be pulled down, as well as the New, 
and in the Place of the latter has caufed to be ereéted a 
——Market and Seffions-houfe, upon ten Arches, which 
was partly done by a voluntary Contribution, as alio a 
Clock-houfe, which was done by the Direttion of Mr.

Suffex, and to Talworth-lane, leading to Kingitone upon 
Thames, which wil] oblige thirty Miles from North to 
South of Suffex and Surrey, and twelve Miles trom Eatt 
to Welt, by which the Far.ners of that Part of the Wild 
of Suffex and Surrey will fave one Day’s Work with a 
full Tezm, avoid paying at two Turnpikes, and the Dan- 
ger of a third, befides the Difference of Water-Carriage 
inflead of Land-Carrjage, to the Ciries of London and 
Weftminfter. It will alfo be a great Means ta preferve 
the Godftone' and Loudon Roads, which: have been al- 
ways ruined by the Timber and Corn going eight Months 
in the Year throughout to London, when tney cannot 
get through Talworth-lane to Kingftone in the Winter.
